WASHINOTON, April 26—A constant 


exchange of cable messages in cipher 
was kept up yesterday and until late 
last evening between the United States 
ambassador at London, the Hon, Thos. 
F. Bayard, and Secretary Gresham. 
Acting upon the messages from Wash- 
ington, Mr. Bayard endeavored 
to 


obtain from the British foreign office a 
few hours, delay in the enforcement of 
the ultimatum sent to Nicaragua by 
Great Britian. Mr. Bayard was also in- 
structed to make certain suggestions in 
regard to the method oFthe payment'of 
indemnity. The result of these negoti- 
ations, briefly stated that Admiral 
Stephesou, the British commander at 
Corinto, will not enforce the ultimo 
turn until midnight tonight and it is 
expected that Nicaraugua will make 
satisfactory arrangements to pay the 
indemnity amounting to $75,000 before 
then. 


CHINA AND^JAPAN. 


Tho Treaty of Pence >"ow Before 


China's Emperor. 


LONDON, April 26 —A Pekin dispatch 


to the London Times s»ye that Mr. 
John W. Foster, the American advisor 
of Chinese peace envoys, and the secre- 
tary of Li Hung Chang, hove arrived 
there and that the treaty of peace be- 
tween China and Japan is now before 
the emperor and hia ministers. The 
Chinese foreign office yesterday coun- 
seled with the different foreign lega- 
tions. Many ol the censors have pre- 
sented memorials against the treaty. 
Prince Kung, president of the foreign 
office, and of the council of ministers, 
has obtained seven days more sick 
leave. Other officials hesitate to recom 
mend the ratification of the treaty.

LONDON, Apiil 26 —O^car Wilde and 


Alfred Taylor were brought for trial 
today at the Old Bnilley and pleaded 
not guilty 


Men and women twenty deep filled 


the corridors of the Old Bailley before 
10 a m and fought vainly for standing 
room iieai the point of vantage, the 
door through which the prisoners must 
enter the court 


Counsel for the prosecution was early 


in their places. The jury, composed of 
highly intelligent appearing middle- 
aged tradesmen, was polled at 10 20 a 
m , and a few minutes later Wilde and 
Taylor were escorted into court aud 
placed in the prisoners' dock. 
Wilde 


was dressed as usual on hib former ap- 
pearance in court, but his face was 
drawn and haggard, his hnir had been 
cut and bis swagger had entirely dis- 
appeared. 


Justice Charles opened court at 10:25 


a m and a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the prisoners should be 
tried on all of the twenty-five separate 
counts of the indictments Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke, Q C , counsel for the de- 
fense, objected to such a course but the 
udge overruled him and the prisoners 
then pleaded guilty. 


Mr. C. F Gill, on behalf of the treas- 


ury, opened the case for the prosecu- 
tion reciting the known history of the 
case, dwelling upon the association of 
Wilde with Taylor and giving a graphic 
description of Taylor's darkened, per- 
Aimed rooms where Wildo was in the 
aabit of meeting his associates. Coun- 
sel went into detail through the various 
charges reviewing all t*he testimony 
which has already been presented. 


Charlfis Parker was "the first witness. 


His testimony was most revolting but 
ihe judge held it to be necessary that 
the charges against Wilde should be ex- 
plained in detail.

News reached this city this morning 


of a fearful nitroglycerine explosion, 
which occurred two miles southeast of 
Bluffton at 9 o'clock this morning, re- 
lulting m the death ot William Ulmer, 
,wo horses wh'ch he was driving, the 
uprooting of several large trees and the 
breaking of the window glass in the 
louses for miles aiouud the place 
where the accident occurred. 


The particulars, as TUB 
SENTINEL 


earns them by telephone from BluB- 


:on, through the Daily News of that 
city, are substantially as follows' 


Early this morning William Ulmer. 


a young man eighteen years old and 
unmarried, a driver for the Empire 
Glycerine company, which is furnish- 
ng nitroglycerine for the companies 
engaged in sinking oil wells in the 
ktontpelier field, fourteen miles dis- 
;ant, started from the mills in a two- 
lOrse wagon to take 720 quarts of nitro- 
glycerine to the Montpelier fields 


When two miles eoatheast of the 


city, near the Powell farm, his wagon 
struck the root ot a tree and upset and 
she explosion of the nitroglycerine im- 
mediately followed, carrying death and 
destruction in its wake and creating a 
scene of horror which it is impossible 
to correctly describe. 


The wagon, the driver and the horses 


were blown to atoms and when the 
people living in the neighborhood ar- 
rived at the place where the explosion 
occurred not a trace of either of them 
could be discovered, they having been 
torn into a thousand pieces and carried 
miles away 


Several large trees in tho vicinity 


were torn up by the roots and carried 
many feet awaj and the window glass 
in the houses for two miles around was 
broken by the force of the explosion, 
which made a hole in the ground fif- 
teen feet deep, sixty feet across the top 
and thirty five feet at Ihe bottom. 


All that was found of Ulmer, the 


driver, was a part of his clothing and 
this was nearly a mile away from the 
apot when he met his death. Pieces ot 
the horses were also found at about the 
same distance from the spat as were 
also parts of the demolished wagon. 


The force of 
tho explosion was 


plainly felt in this city, although Bluff 
ton is twenty five miles away, by the 
rattle of windows in the houses am 
many persons thought it was due to an 
earthquake shock. The tame shock 
was also felt in many towns for miles 
around Bluffton, 


Cattle were killed in fields arounc 


the scene of the exploaion and many 
runaways of frightened horses occur 
red at Bluffton. A Gypsy camp a few 
rods distant from the wreck miracu 
lously escaped with no damage.

occurred not a trace of either of them 
oould be discovered, they having been 
torn into a thousand pieces and carried 
milcaaway. 


Several larje treei in the vicinity 


were torn up by the roots aud carried 
many feet away and the window g tss 
in tbo homes for two miles around wai 
broken by the force of the explosion 
which made a hole in the (round nf 
teen feot deep, sixty feet acroia the top 
and thirty five feot at Ibe bottom. 


All that waa found of Ulmer, tht 


driver, was a part of hia clothing and 
this was nearly a mile away from tb 
spot when he met hisdeath. Piece* o 
tho horses were also found at about th 
same distance- from tho spat u wer 
also parte of tho demolished wagon. 


The force of 
tho explosion wa 


plainly felt in this city, although Blut 
ton ie twenty five miles away, by tb 
rattle of windows in the h ousts en 
many persons thought it was due to a 
earthquake shock. The same shoe 
was also fell in many towns for mil 
around Bluffton.
